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JUDGE JONES, the master of the Ar- 
kansas grange, writes back from New 
England to encourage his neighbors to 
start cotton mills, such facts as these: 

Five hundred pounds of raw cotton, 
simply put into buach yarns, is worth 
$100 more. Manufacturers tell us that 
about one-half of this increased value is 
net profit. Ten mills in Lowell, with 
their boasted water-power, use 500,000 
tons of coal per annum, worth $8.50 per 
ton—in Little Rock, I believe, it is worth 
$3.50. Labor, land, living, everything, 
is dearer bere tban with us. 

I have told the manufacturers of New 
England we could no longer grow cotton 
for their mills at the prices which have 
ruled in late years; that it would bank- 
rupt our people; that we would have to 
manufacture all we could, and get nearer 
to them with the balance; that our coi- 
tou passed through the hands of too many 
commission merchants between us and 
them. These iowns are full of cotton 
brokers. I have made the acquaintance 
of many of them. They say they have 
never received a bale by direct consign- 
ment from the grower. Of course manu- 
facturers are sti]l further from us, They 
admit that this is wrong, and say they 
are ready to unite with the patrons ol 
husbandry in their efforts to reduce the 
number of worthless links in the chain 
I say worthless because 
they add nothing to the value of the pro- 
duct by handling it; on the contrary, by 
its mapy aig weighing, etc., 
(which all planters know the meaning 
of), our bales are considerably lessened 
in weight when they reach the factory.

Tue Savannah cotton exchange em- 
braces in its July report one hundred 
and fifteen replies from sixty-seven Geor- 
gia counties. These replies relate to the 
crop as it stood down to the 15th inst. 
The general tenor indicates that the con 
dition of the crop is very favorable, ard 
that it is clean and well-fruited, except 
in some localities where rain is needed. 
Out of the 153 replies as to the character 
of the weather, 119 say ‘‘favorable and 
more so;” 29 “too dry,” 4 ‘too wet,” 
and 1 “‘not so favorable.” Three-fourths 
of the replies report a season more fa- 
vorable for cotton than its predecessor. 
i44 say that the plant is forming, 
blooming and boiling well, while 9 
say it is backward. A few complain of 
want of rain, rust, etc.

Dr. Horne, of Wisconsin, a well known 
veterinarian, gives his testimony in favor 
of breeding from animals in moderately 
low condition.

He could bring innumerable 
proofs that while animals in high condi- 
tion suffer much and often at the time of 
bringing forth, animals so poor as to be 
a disgrace to theif owners, enjoy im- 
munity from more than ordinary suffer- 
ing, and as a rule do well. Cases of 
puerperal or milk fever are comparative 
ly unknown in moderately low condi- 
tioned animals.

The champion farmer in Georgia is a 
man by the name of Smith, of Odgle- 
thorpe county.

Still Mr. Smith will have left 
the snug little sum of $30,000 for pocket 
change. Who says that farming doesn’t 
pay. 

WEIGHING CATTLE BY MEASURE. 

The following rule gives the weight of 
cattle approximately: 

Take the length of the back from the 
curve of the tailto the fore-end of the 
shoulder—blade, and the girth around the 
breast just behind the forelegs. These 
dimensions must be taken in inches. 
Multiply the girth by the length, and di 
vide by 144. If the girth is less than 3 
feet, multiply by 11; if between 8 and 5 
feet, multiply by 16; if between 5 and 7 
feet, multiply by 23; if between 7 and 9 
feet, multiply by 31. If the animal is 
very lean, one-twentieth must be deduct- 
ed—and if very fat, one-twentieth must 
be added. 

Another rule: Take all dimensions as 
before, in feet, and then multiply the 
square of the girth by the length, and 
that product is 3:36. The result will be 
pounds, If you desire to know what an 
animal will dress, multiply the live 
weight by the decimal .605; the product 
approximates to the actual net weight 
very Closcly. 

BRINE THAT WILL PRESERVE BUTTER A 
YEAR. 

Among the many devices for keeping 
butter in a manner that will preserve the 
fresh rosy flavor of the new, with all its 
sweetness, is the following from the Du- 
chess Farmer, which is said to be entirely 
successful: To three; gallons or brine, 
strong enough to bear an egg, and a 
quarter of a pound of nice white sugar, 
and one tablespoonful of saltpeter. Boil 
the brine, and when it is cold, strain care 
fully. Make your butter into rolls, and 
wrap each separately in a clean white 
muslin cloth, tying up with a string. 
Pack a large jar full, Mes oe the butter 
down, and pour over the brine until all 
is submerged. This will keep really 
good butter perfectly sweet and fresh for 
a whole year. Be careful to not put 
upon ice butter that you wish to keep 
any length oftime. In summer, when 
the heat will. not admit of butter bein 
made into rolls, pack closely in inal 
jars, and, using the same brine, allow it 
to cover the butter to the depths of at 
least four inches. This excludes the air 
and answers very nearly as well as the 


first method suggested. 
THE AGE OF FOWLS 


is often discussed, as to the comparative 
profit attending a flock of old or young 
birds, in the breeding pens; and we have 
recently been asked our views upon this 
subject. We are able to give an opinion 
so far as our Own experiences reaches, 
in a very few sentences. With the 
Asiatics, the best old fowls are very 
to look at, and make continuous 
fine show birds, year after year, if taken 
nice care uf and not allowed to get over 
fat. The cocks improve up to three 
years old, and then are comparatively 
useless, except for the exhibition room; 
and then only in rare exceptional cases. 
After three years old, as a rule, the hens 
will not pay in eggs for their keeping; 
and the few chicks to be bad from their 


product after this age are of small ac- 


count, compared with those from hens 
younger. Of vcourse there are excep- 
tions. Some Brahmas are vigorous, and 
lay well till five or ten years of age. 
These remarks apply to the Brahmas, 
Cochins, Javas and other “eastern” va- 
rieties. With the smaller classes, as the 
black Spanish, the white and colored 
Leghorns, the Hamburgs, Polish, etc 
three or four-year old fowls do well, and 
better as layers or breeders, proportion- 
ately. We have known many of these 
breeds to prove satisfactory at five or six 
years old. But with all kinds of poultry, 
there is no doubt the hens are at their 
best, generally, at one and two years old, 
for average profit. We call hens ‘‘old” 
after their second year, We keep them 
through favoritism, and feed them 
through a third and fourth winter; but 
they give us no eggs in October, Novem- 
ber, mber or ray PP mors ~ 
rice of in market is highest.

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WORK OF THE SEASON.

but sow turnips in great abundance for 
every kind of stock and save as much 
corn as possible, for the next year may 
not be a good corn year. The Scotch 
and English farmers wiftter their stock 
main'y on turnips. It is better, if con- 
venient, to drill and cultivate the turnip 
crop. 
As a further food item for stock, save 
every kind of grass hay; it will all come 
in and save corn. 

Fodder, to a limited extent, should be 
saved, where it is convenient to do so; 
but it detracts greatly from the weight 
and value of the corn to strip off the 
leaves for fodder. Independent of this 
ascertained fact, fodder is always well 
earned, for fodder-pulling on a hot, close 
day, is about as hard work as any one 
would like to stand up to, and then it is 
the riskiest of all crops, as Jocal showers, 
called ‘‘fodder-catchers,” are common at 
that season, and seem almost to drop out 
of a clear sky sometimes. 

Now that the cultivating season has 
passed, every good husbafidman should 
give his personal attentioi to the care 
and preservation of his farm implements. 
It is by close attention ¢o small things 
that farming profitable and the husband- 
man becomes master of his business. 
Every mowing blade, scythe, cradle, 
rake, hoe, plow and harrow should be 
looked up, cleaned, oiled; if necessary, 
apd put under shelter, in its proper 
place, and an inventory or memorandum 
made of every class of articles, while 
those needing repair should be noted, 
that they may at the proper time be put 
in complete order. Don’t trust these 
matters to Tom, Dick or Harry; do it 
yourself; and at once examine carefully 
ail gear and harness, and put bridles, 
hames, hames-strings, collars, trace- 
chains, back and belly-bands and plow- 
lines in good order, and place them un- 
der lock and key. Don't hang them up 
in the stable, nor let them be hung by 
Cuffee Black, Esq., in an out shed, con- 
venient for night travelers. 

And in this period of half leisure, the 
farmer should not forget his wife. Let 
him go hatchetand saw in hand, and fix 
up all the shackling gates and fences 
about the yard and garden, and readjust 
or make new shelves in the kitchen and 
storeroom or pantry. Let him cleaa off 
the garden, and break up und manure 
the patches where green peas, snap 
beans, radishes, lettuce and cabbages 
grew, and get the fall and winter garden 
ready. Give the old lady a helping hand 
in drying and preserving fruit, and in 
making pickles and sour krout. This is 
a busy season with the housewife, and 
she needs a little help just now. Don’t 
feast and grow lazy on your wife’s peach 
ower ones but be up and doing something.

One of the satirical 
journals of London, the Hormet, has 
gone so far recently as to depict the 


standing in an attitude of indignant 
remonstrance behind his stately broth- 
ers-in-law, the trince of Wales and the 
Duke of Edmburgh, who pass him b 
with serene indifference, swinging their 
umbrellas and deep in disdainful con- 
verse upon higher topics. The disgust- 
ed expression of the marquis’s fave gives 
piquancy to the legend of the cartoon, 
‘am I not a man, a brother?’ The 
Hornet accompanies its picture, too, 
with an amusing article, which we trans- 
fer to our columns, on the sorrows ot ‘‘a 
blighted being.” 

There can be no doubt that the’ duke 
and duchess of Argyll did their son and/ 
heira very questionable kindness, we 
suspect, when they accepted for him the 
hand, to say nothingof the heart, of a 
princess of the British blood-royal. In 
the earlier days of the British monarchy 
alliances between the reigning families 
both of England of Scotland and the no- 
bility of those kingdoms were neither 
infrequent nor necessarily uncomforta- 
ble. No impassable «gulf of etiquette 
then divided the princes of the blood 
from the great aristocracy of the realm. 
But the house of Hanover always has 
been, and still is an essentially German 
house, possessed with all the German 
notions of the sovereign dignity and of 
the abyss which divides it from all other 
forms of human lite. The house of 
Hanover imported into England in the 
royal marriage act the principle of those 
Morganatic unions so common among 
the German sovereign princes. George 
the Four.h was not, perhaps, too scru- 
pulous a person to lie upon occasion; 
but there is good reason to bélieve that 
when he alienated Fox by the deliberate 
fal.ehood which he told him about his 
marriage with Mrs. Fitz-Herbert, he 
really thought that he was only tamper- 
ing gently with the facts, it being, as his 
education had made him feel, quite ab- 
surd to suppose that any marriage could 
be a marriage which united a prince of 
the house of Guelph to a simple gentle- 
woman. Prince Albert brought with 
him to England afresh infusion of the 
princely Teutonic feel'nz on this s ibject* 
and it was the cause for years of serious 
difficulties between himself and the 
British nobility, that he could not divest 
himself of the habit of regarding all per 
sons below the throne as lost in one com- 
mon mist of absolute inferiority. The 
Teutonic princes, indeed, know but two 
classes of buman beings, soyereigns and 
subjects. Asan English duke once put 
the case in speaking of Prince Albert, 
that Saxon Prince can see no social dif- 
ference between me and my valet.” 

Precisely how her majesty came to 
conceive of such a project as she carried 
out in reverting to the earlier English 
precedents on this subject and marrying 
her daughter to the heir of a great 
Scottish race is not quite clear, nor does 
it matter much. Her majesty’s sons evi- 
dently do not share her majesty’s feelings 
on this head. Perhaps they do not take 
kindly to their noble brother-in-law as a 
man. At all events, they have never for 
an instant relaxed in his favor the rigid 
rules of Teutonic princely life. They 
keep him at a distance, not in private 
cnly, but in public. It was notorious in 
London some time ago that the Marquis 
of Lorne was peremptorily directed by 
an equerry of his brother-in-law, the heir 
apparent, to leave the royal tent which 
he had entered without a special invita 
tion on the occasion of a garden party. 
When the marquis accompanied his wife 
to the court of Berlin, on a visit to her 
sister, the {crown princess of Germany, 
he was not more civilly treated. While 
the princess entered the imperial family 
circle, the marquis was left to cool his 
heels among the nobility outside. In 
fact, the celebrated John Dean, of New 
York notoriety, had no more trouble and 
underwent no sharper torments in his 
efforts to define his matrimonial position 
and to make it comfortable than this un 
fortunate scion of the illustrious house of 
Campbell. 

Matters, probably, have not been bet- 
tered for him by the fact that his younger 
brother, so well known in New York, 
Lord Walter Campbell, has just gone 


‘|into partnership with a firm of brokers 


on the London stock exchange. 

It is rumored now that both the mar- 
quis and his wife would be well pleased 
to transfer their residence to the new 
world. Here, at least, the Teuton is not 
often to be met with in the shape of a 
prince; and where princesses and mar- 
quises are alike uncommon, the distance
